In Letter To Student Body 


At about the same time last summer, that is relatively speak- 
ing there appeared on this campus for the first | time, 508 fresh- 
men, 40 new faculty, and, for more or less the first time, one col- 
lege president. In addition to these, 155 former students returned 
from the various armed and auxiliary services, and 556 students 
of those regularly enrolled last semester rejoined our forces. The 


grand total in all categories number-@ 
ed 1316, an undreamed figure in the 
then forseeable picture. The open- 
ing of school was necessarily post- 
poned for three weeks, with all the 
disadvantages and inconveniences 
that accompany congestion and over- 
crowding. Everyone cooperated be- 
yond our fondest hopes. With upper- 
classmen and veteran faculty as nuc- 
lei, registration of almost double any 
previous enrollment proceeded 
smoothly and expeditiously. Classes 
began before the end of the first 
week, and the academic and scholas- 
tic endeavor of the .1946-47 student 
body got under way immediately. 
The athletic season opened and 
continued ‘throughout. the four 
months with only one defeat for our 
football team. A soccer team was or- 
ganized for the first time, and many 
of our boys had the experience of 
athletic competition in a new type of 
physical: endurance. The social sea- 
son, with its various functions, get- 
acquainted parties and dances, reach- 
ed its peak when practically the en- 
tire student body tripped the light 
fantastic to the strains of Duke Ell- 
ington and his celeb¥ated musicians. 


" The theater season had an auspic- 


ious opening when the talented cast 
of “Over 21” played to capacity 
houses for a run of seven nights. The 
daily Convocation of students in 
chapel for their devotional period 
and campus announcements, further 
cemented the. 1316 individual. stud- 
ents into a compact Westminster Col- 
lege student body. 

The campus publications, Stud- 
ent Council, Senate, The Christ- 
ian Associations and other organi- 
zations and groups too numerous 
to mention likewise ably upheld 
the traditional Westminster stand- 
ards.

stitutional convention to be held no 
later than September 30, 1947; organ- 
ization of the prospeetive National 
Student Organization; student needs 
and responsibilities in International 
affairs; and aims and activities of 
the prospective NSO. 

The report of Panel I was sub-

Small Business Committee Advises 
20 Per Cent Income Tax Reduction 











-The Small Business Advisory committee appointed by Henry 
A. Wallace while he was Secretary pf Commerce recommended 
«a labor-management policy that placed public interest foremost 
and demanded equal responsibilities for unions and employers. 
‘tt also urged a 20 per cent income tax cut and other measures 


to ease. taxation. 

Taking 4 look at England's labor 
problems, the first indications of 
an early settlement of the illegal 
strike of London’s truck drivers 
which has paralyzed meat deliver- 
ies for almost a week, came to- 
night following a day in which 
troops had replaced the strikers 
and delivered meat to retail stores. 
The hopes for an early settlement 
arose from an emergency meeting 
among employers, union leaders, 
and Government officials at which 
a plan was drawn up for the crea- ° 
tion of a joint industrial council.: 
This council, representing all par- 
ties, will meet to devise a compro- 
mise settlement.

Duff Pledges To Drop “Partisanship” 
In Tuesday’s Inaugural Address 














James H. Duff, thirty-fourth governor of Pennsylvania, 
pledged in his inaugural address Tuesday, that his administra- 
tion will drop “narrow partisanship” to accept the responsibility 


of settling the- problems of the state. 
The sixty-four year old executive declared that the Repub- 
lican party had “no mandate” to take advantage of their ma- 


jority in the state House and their 
safe majority in the Senate of 
Pennsylvania, despite the returns 
of last fall’s elections. 

He told his audience, “What we 
did receive was a mandate to accept 
the responsibility of solving the ser- 
ious problems of our times. To do 
so effectively we cannot be govern- 
ed by a spirit of narrow partisan- 
ship.” 

Declaring that the administra- 
tion must fulfill its pledges made 
last fall, he said the state must 
grant a bonus to veterans of World 
War II at terms and conditions to 
be suggested by veterans’ them- 
selves. He asked for expansion of 
the public health and mental ser- 
vices, for completion of its anti- 
stream pollution plans, for abating 
juvenile delinquency, and for the 
increase of teachers’ pay and ex- 
tension of education opportunities 
for children of every community. 

In Washington on the same day, 
General George C. Marshall, Ameri- 
ca’s|No. 1 soldier of World War II, 
was. sworn in as Secretary of State, 
replacing James Byrnes. 

He surprised newspapermen by 
declaring outright that le “never 
could. be drafted” for. political of- 


‘fice. This statement was obvious- 


ly. made to disconnect his new po- 
sition as Secretary of State from 
any political complications. 

Another supposition is that he felt 
preblems involving Russia and the 
future of Germany, atomic energy, 
and world peace could be better 
tackled if Congress did not look up- 
on him as a possible contender for 
the presidency in 1948. 

His comments that he cannot 
be considered a candidate for poli- 
tical office were received favor- 
ably on Capitol Hill. The new sec- 
retary has tentative plans to go to 
Moscow in March for the “Big 
Four’) settlement of peace treaties 
concerning Germany and Austria. 
Final unofficial returns from the 

Warsaw election of parliament early 








this week gave a smashing victory 


to the Russian-approved government 


bloc parties, which will have control 


of 400 of the 444 seats in Poland’s 


new parliament. 


Bloc officials said that neither 
Vice Premier Stanislaw Mikolaj- 
czyk nor other members of his 
party would be a part of the new 
government now being formed. 
Another assertion was made by a 
key member of the government, 
when it was stated that James F. 
Byrnes, former United States sec- 
retary of state, and Winston 
Churchill, former British prime 
minister, were “linked with Mikol- 
ajezyk” and consequently were 
considered dangerous to the wel- 
fare of Poland. 


Back in the United States, Georgia 
is still in the news with her contro- 
versy over the governorship. A 
crowd of more than 1,200 shouting 
students from an Atlanta college 
hanged Herman Talmadge in effigy 
on the Capitol grounds shortly after 
he offered to let the question over 
the governorship be, decided in a 


“democratic white primary” election. 


Talmadge took possession of the 
executive offices last week after he 
outmaneuvered Ellis Arnall, re- 
tiring governor of Georgia. He de- 
clined to address the crowd, but 
he did receive a delegation and al- 
so a group of pro-Talmadge stud- 
ents. 


Talmadge made his offer of a dem- 
ocratic white primary. to settle the 
issue between himself and Lieu- 
tenant Governor M. E. Thompson, 
who now claims office as acting 
governor. Earlier in the day Thomp- 
son had challenged Talmadge to 
“contest with me before the voters 
of this state for the governorship.” 
Although this statement was not 
clarified, it is believed he proposed 
that both run at the 1948 general 
election.

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Venerable Hillside Reigns 
As Oldest Dorm On Campus 
By Claire Quigley 


Venerable “Hillsidé” is Westminster College’s oldest ‘build- 
ing. It began its existence in 1884 when its erection was announ- 


ced by the Board of Trustees in the college catalogue. 


At that 


time it was the building to be used exclusively as a Conservatory 
of Music and a Ladies’ Dormitory, devoted to the interests of the 


ladies of the institution. 

Although Hillside has undergone 
many changes and face-liftings since 
this beginning, its site is still “one of 
the finest in the vicinity, command- 
ing a view of the country for miles 
around.” According to the catalogue 
for the collegiate year 1883-1884, “in 
style, architecture and in all modern 
improvements the structure will not 
be surpassed by any educational 
building in this part of the State. It 
will contain private rooms for the 
accommodation of seventy-five lad- 
ies, also parlors, library and music 
rooms, all fitted up in such a man- 
ner as to render them both comfort- 
able and attractive.” 

Young ladies living in the Con- 
seratory of Music and Ladies’ Dor- 
mitory were subject to rules and 





regulations just as the “young lad- 
ies” living there today are, if some- 
what different ones. No one was al- 
lowed to participate in dancing at 
hotels, halls, or other public places, 
and the dancing of ladies and gen- 
tlement together was prohibited. 
However “young ladies were per- 
mitted to walk out during the hours 
of daylight not otherwise provided 
for, to the postoffice or for exercise; 
also to attend prayer meetings on 
Tuesday and Wednesday evenings.” 
Terms for boarding in 1884 were 
quite different from those of 1947. 
It was $4.00 per week for a furnish- 
ed room, light, and heat. then, or

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Unemployment Soars Over 200,000 
As Cold Wave Curtails Production 








Unemployment caused by the shortage of natural gas topped 
the 200,000 mark this week as additional factories were forced to 
curtail production to make gas available for heating and cooking 
in the Eastern and Middle West states. 

Greatly affected by the shortage were West Virginia, west- 
ern Pennsylvania and eastern Ohio where 90,000 persons were 


jobless. In the Pittsburgh area gas 
concerns appealed to consumers to 
conserve the fuel for use in the 
home, The United States Steel 
Corporation diverted 10,000,000 cu- 
bic -feet of gas from its plants for 
domestic consumers. 


Across the ocean the Britons’ life 


' was’ disorganized’ by the electricity 


cuts. Many factories were closed 
and long lines formed outside the 
labor exchanges as hundreds applied 
for unemployment pay. 


Winston Churchill, though lead- 
er of the attack on labor, joined in 
Prime Minister Atlee’s appeal for 
cooperation and urged: “It is the 
duty of everyone to comply: with 
the directions of the Government 
and to do their utmost to help the 
public need in this awkward. situ- 
ation.” - f 


The public’s response to the Gov- 
ernment’s appeal to cut down vol- 
untarily has been good. Reports of 
the first day’s economy effort indi- 
cated that substantial savings had 
been a¢hieved. Though no official 
figures for the country as a whole 
were available, local reports indi- 
cated savings of, one-third to. three- 
quarters in power consumption. 


The first treaties of peace fol- 
lowing World War II, those of 
Italy, Rumania,;Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Finland, were signed in Paris 
at|the beginning of the week. They 
will formally terminate the state of 
war between the Allies and Germ- 
any’s five European satellites. 


With the exception of Rumania, 
not|one of the enemy states pro- 


.fessed much satisfaction about the 


conditions of the document. Ruman- 
ia is pleased to affirm that her pos- 
session of Transylvania is accepted 
as permanent. 

Tension in Palestine reached a 
peak when a military court sent- 
enced three terrorists to die by 
hanging and a fourth to life im- 
prisonment. The Jewish Agency 


and Jewish National Council re- 
jected a British ultimatum de- 
manding cooperation against ter- 
rorism. 

Taking a look at Washington, a 
legislative budget slashing at least 
$5,000,000,000 from the Administra- 
tion’s estimated expenditures for the 
coming fiscal year was the objective 
of the Republican majority of the 
special Congressional group assign- 
ed to work out the -new ceiling sys- 
tem for appropriations. 

A report of the Committee on 
Post-War Policy held that such a 
cut and reduction of taxes were 
possible. = 

Instead of a dignified quiet “day 
of mourning” for Italy as she signed 
the peace treaty Monday, the day 
became a day of riotous behavior on 
the part of several hundred boys and 
youths. A dozen Allied soldiers were 
attacked, a| British general was shot, 
many English road signs were de- 
stroyed, and American colors deco- 
rating the wreath on the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier were torn up. ‘ 

The Rome disturbances reached 
their height when a crowd invaded 
the Yugoslav Legation and fire- 
arms wounded an Italian demon- 
‘strator. 

President Truman publicly backed 
the nomination of David E. Lilienthal 
as head of the Atomic Energy com- 
mission this week, while simultan- 
eously Senate Republican Leader. 
White of Maine announced that he 
will oppose the nomination because 
Lilienthal is “tempermentally unfit 
for the position.” 

In Pittsburgh, morale of sports 
fans. hit a new low as Pitt Coach 
Wesley Fesler accepted the top 
coaching berth at his alma mater, 
Ohio State, Bill Dudley quit pro- 
fessional football to serve as back= 
field coach at Virginia university, 
and the Pirates and the baseball).

Librarian Reports 
Repeated Thefts 


AN OTHER EXAMPLE of student dishonesty 

was revealed this 'week when Miss Mabel 
Kocher, head librarian, reported that the num- 
ber of magazines and books missing from li- 
brary shelves during the past semester has 
reached such an alarming total that some stu- 
dent action must be taken. 


Magazines bought by the college are placed 
on open shelves in the periodical room for con- 
venient free use by students,’ but they can be 
taken out of the library only by signing an over- 
night card at the desk. If one:student decides 
to add a library magazine to his personal col- 
‘lection, twelve hundred other students are de- 


_ prived of their privilege of reading it without 


‘cost. 


When a prof assigns reading in a book of 
which only a few egpies are available, these are 
placed on’ the reserve shelf so that everyone 
will have an equal chance to use them. If one 


selfish student walks off with a book without ° 


signing for it, the entire class is affected. Other 
; students have been defacing library property 
by ripping out pictures, articles and pages. 


Unless, we students do take it upon our- 
selves to share library material, strict policing 
by librarians and proctors will have to be en- 
forced. That sounds childish and silly, but ap- 
parently it is necessary. 
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End Of OPA Price Control Wavers 
On Bill Cutting Funds $9,000,000 








If the Senate and House approve a measure cutting $9,000- 
C00 from the OPA’s operating funds, all rationing and price con- 
trol activities will end today, according to Chief Max McCullough 


in Washington. 


Although Democrats protested against the cut in OPA 
funds the Republicans put the bill through the House Tues- 


day. 

Unless this stand is reserved in the 
Senate, OPA will have to stop rent 
controls, sugar rationing and price 
controls on sugar, rice and syrup on 
Friday, McCullough informed re- 
porters, 


If the cut is made, the OPA will 
have to stop its enforcement ac- 
tivities, auditing of Government 
subsidy payment claims, prosecu- 
tion of court cases involving price 
control regulations and its enforce- 
ment of sales price limitations on 
homes built under last year’s vet- 
erans’ emergency housing program. 


Also jfrom Washington came a note 
of censure to Russia, vigorously re- 


affirming that the Soviet foreign pol= . 


icy “is an aggressive and an expand- 
ing one.” 


The memorandum was signed by 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall. It backed up a former de- 
scription of Russia’s policy that was 
given to a Senate committee last 
week by Undersecretary of State 
Dean Acheson. Moscow’s reply was 
that his remarks added up to a 
rude slander . . . hostile to the Sov- 
iet Union.” 

Marshall explained that Acheson’s 
remarks were not given as an in- 
tentional rebuke to Russia, but were 
made under direct questioning by 
members of the Senate atomic en- 
ergy committee. 


Marshall’s reply which backed 
Acheson was made public at the 
same time Soviet Minister V. M. 
Molotov received it from United 
States. Ambassador. W. Bedell 
Smith. 


This week the CIO accepted AFL’s 
invitation to discuss merger of the 
two labor organizations. President 
Philip Murray of the CIO agreed to 
appoint a committee of five, headed 
by- himself to discuss the question of 
consolidation: He made his accept- 
ance conditional by first asking a 
cooperative fight against anti-labor 
legislation. 

Murray told reporters that the 
two groups should take “first steps 
first and then concern ourselves 
with the other problems of unity 
of the organizations.” 





“If we are able to develop a com- 
mon understanding upon those prob- 
lems (legislation) and are able to 
effectuate this understanding, then 
we may discuss other means to a- 
chievée common unity,” Murray told 
a news conference. 


‘AFL President William Green 
made the amalgamation proposal in 
a letter written January 31 at the 
Miami .meeting of the federation’s 
executive council. He suggested 
actual consolidation of the two 
groups in order to cooperate fully 
on the legislative front. : 


President Truman will begin a 15- 
day vacation to the Caribbean area 
by plane and ship March 8. The trip 
will include stops for official recep- 
tions in Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands. 


In London Winston Churchill ac- 
cused Foreign Secretary Bevin of 
“protection and delay” in disposing 
of the troubles in Palestine. 


The criticism came after Bevin 
announced that ‘Britain probably will 
not refer the problem of the Holy 
Land to the United Nations until 
September, that she will not make 
any recommendations as to a solu- 
tion, and that Palestine immigration 
will remain at only 1,500 Jews a 
month, at- least for the time being. 


Back in United States Congress 
again, Gerhard Eisler, called the 
“supreme Communist authority in 
the United States,” was cited for 
“willful and deliberate” contempt 
of the House committee on un- 
American activities by a 370 to 1 
vote. 


Contempt action arose when Eisler 
refused to be sworn in as a witness 
without first making a preliminary 
statement when subpoenaed and 
brought before the committee Febru- 
ary 6. 


Nine miles from Altoona, Pa.

the books contained here were given 
to the college upon completion of 
McGill library, and twenty narrow 
drawers have been emptied of their 
scollection of Professor Thompson’s 
slides used for this class. lectures. . 

“With eleven doors, including six 


full-size and several large cupboard © 


doors, the original dining room boasts 
a high oak wainscoating in addition 
to the original gas-fixture chandel- 
iers similar to those in the front and 
back parlours. Its space now utilized 
as a cupboard. one door was found 
leading into the kitchen, that has 
since been blocked with beaver 
board. Two sliding doors lead off 
the front parlour which, when 
opened, create a large L-shaped room 
covering two-thirds of the first floor. 

Visitors often question the use of 
a door off the staircase, only to learn 
it leads down a hidden staircase into 
the dining room. 

Housing the first indoor bathroom 
in New Wilmington, second floor 
Thompson house has six rooms in- 
cluding a large storage room under 
the eaves.. Two of these rooms were 
used as an apartment by Professor 
Thompson’s niece, Miss Ina Hanna. 
during the years she was employed 
as a zoology professor here. 

Winding up to the third floor, a 
large room-size hall opens into three 
bedrooms, a utility room and a bath. 
Trap doors lead to an attic unex- 
plored by the author as yet. Be- 
lieved to be a recent contrivance, 
two third floor cupboards in adjoin- 
ing rooms have an opening between 


' them facilitating quick access to the 


fire escape. 

Often referred te as “the best 
house in town”, Thompson is sur- 
rounded by grounds appropriate for 
its size’ The lawn with its border 
of lilacs, wistaria and roses is dotted 
with Professor Thompson’s original 
choice of buckeye, old-fashioned 
evergreen .and apple trees, straw- 
berry shrub and peonies, “snow- 
balls” and ferns. Flagstones of the 
grape and rose arbors are now moss- 
covered and hidden from view.

Bevin Says Truman Ruined Negotiation 








In Palestine With Immigration Demand 








Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin this week accused President 
Truman of wrecking his Palestine negotiations last fall by de- 
manding the immediate immigration of 100,000 Jews in an elec- 


tion maneuver aimed at Governor Thom 


York. 


Bevin made his statement in a bitter speech during a full 


dress House of Commons debate 
on Palestine. He disclosed that 
he pleaded vainly with former 
Secretary of State James  F. 
Byrnes to stop the President from 
issuing his demand because the 
Palestine negotiations seemed near 
success. 


Looking at local news, it has been 
approximated that unemployment 
resulting from the second serious gas 
crisis this winter rose to about 50,- 
000 in the Pittsburgh district as the 
shut-off of gas to industrial plants 
cut deeper into production. 


In the greatest strike of teachers 
in the country’s history, 2,400 Buf- 
falo teachers left their classes 
Tuesday, paralyzing the city’s 
school system. 

By order of Robert T. Bapst, Sup- 
erintendent of Schools, two high 
schools and eighteen elementary 
schools were scheduled to open. 
However, by early forenoon of the 
day appointed for the change, the 
schools were closed due to the dis- 
orderly conduct of students and an 
insufficient number of instructors. 

The Senate rejected efforts to 
postpone further consideration of 
a ceiling on Federal expenditures 
for the 1948 fiscal year. Instead, 
it moved toward a showdown on 
the issue’ by agreeing to curb de- 
bate. 

In its first vote in connection with 
the House-approved resolution to 
limit spending to $31,500,000,000 or 
$6,000,000,000 less than recommend- 
ed in President Truman’s budget, 
the Senate tabled a motion by Sena- 
tor James E. Murray, Democrat of 
Montana, to lay that measure aside 
untit-April 1. 

Governor Dewey recommended | 
that the state Legislature find the 
money with which to finance the 
proposed veterans’ bonus by in- 
‘creasing cigarette, gasoline, liquor, 
utility and personal income taxes 
as needed. 

Increases in the various taxes 
were listed by Dewey as potential 
sources of $45,000,000 in new State 
revenues, an amount which, he said, 
was needed to finance the proposed 

$400,000,000 bonus to veterans of 
World War II. 

In a special message to the Leg- 
islature, the Governor declared it 
was time to face the fact that the 


a 
present revenue would not sup- 
port any increased expenditures 
and urged that a combination of 
three tax increases be voted to 
raise money needed to retire the 
proposed bonus bond issue. 


President Truman urged Congress 
to authorize United States partici- 
pation in the International Refugee 
Organization in recognition of our 
moral responsibility for the victims 
of Axis tyranny. 


The President reported there 
were more than one million dis- 
placed persons remaining in Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy, pf whom 
nearly two-thirds. were under the 
care and control .of the United 
States. He added that “the Allied 
military victory over the Axis 
powers brought with it a practical 
and moral responsibility with ref- 
erence to these victims of the 
Axis.” 


Reports that Russia was organiz- 
ing and training an army of Koreans 
in her zone were confirmed by Lt. 
General Hodge after a conference 
with the President. Russia, he said, 
persisted in refusing to cooperate 
with the United States toward uni- 
fying Korea.

Mr. Reaney states that the number of requests for teachers Sunday, March 9 
from, public, school superintendents thus far this year is unpreée- 


dented. During the first semester 60 
inquiries were received. It is ex- 
pected that between 300 and 500 in- 
quiries will be received before next 
fall. The normal number is 275. 

Requests for teachers have been 
received by Mr. Reaney from places 
as distant as Florida. The University 
of Florida’s teacher placement bur- 
eau wrote in December asking for 
information about anyone interested 
in living and teaching there. Other 
inquiries are coming in from all sec- 
tions of Pennsylvania, from as far 
west as the Dayton area in Ohio and 
from Indiana. } ‘ 

The critical shortage of teachers 
which Mr. Reaney attributes prin- 


cipally to the paradox of low salaries 


and high living costs, is especially 
sever in secondary schools. Elemen- 
tary’ music, physical education ‘and 
commercial teachers are in special 
demand. There are also many open- 
ings for language teachers, especi- 


ally Latin. ; 
' Of the 33 seniors at Westminster 


preparing for secondary education, 
eight are in English, seven in social 
studies, six in commercial, five in 
history, four in speech, two in math- 
ematicssand one in economics. Five 
are in elementary education. There 
are no seniors preparing in science 
since industry offers much larger 
salaries for specialists in that field. 
' Mr. Reaney is of the opinion that 
the $2400 minimum for teachets pro- 
posed in Penrisylvania and in the 
nation by the National Educatién 


Association is'a step in’ the right di--

teachers are secured, society will 
stagnate, Mr. Reaney believes.

Greece Pleads For America To Supply 
Money, Technicians, & Administrators 


Greece pleaded this week for American money, technicians 
and administrators to help her survive, and Secretary of State 
Marshall made plain he was disposed to help. 

Before the text of Greece’ formal note was made public, 
Marshall issued a statement saying it was a “transcendent” 
problem. He said Greece’s economy was on the verge of 


collapse and that it was a matter 
of “primary importance to the 
United States.” 

“However,” he said, “the final de- 
cisions will rest with the President 
and the Congress.” He promised 
that Mr. Truman would explain fully 
and soon whatever action the ad- 
ministration had in mind. 


The New York Cotton Exchange, 
which ordinarily does $45,000,000 
worth of trading in a day, shut 
down as clerks and other employ- 
es struck in a dispute over renewal 
of a union contract. 


Mexico and the other Latin- 
American countries were assured 
by President Truman that the Uni- 
ted State firmly supported the Good 
Neighbor Policy, which “specifically 
includes the doctrine of non-inter- 
vention.” 


In a speech at a Mexico City 
dinner in his honor, he reaffirmed 
his faith in the United Nations and 
held up democracy and the inter- 
American system as a model for 
the world. 


The proposed $350,000,000 authori- 
zation for relief of distress in liber- 
ated countries struck a snag in the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
which originally had planned to ap- 
prove the measure promptly. 


Instead, the committee ,began to 
«reconsider the proposed relief fund 
in the light of the impending 
withdrawal by Great Britain from 
her economic commitments in 
Greece. Greece is a beneficiary 
under the relief program with 
Italy, Poland, Hungary and Aus- 
tria. 


President Truman recommended 


to Congress that Selective Service 
which has inducted 10,022,367 men 
into the nation’s armed forces since 
October 20, 1940, be allowed to lapse 
en March $1. The White House sent 
his message to the Capitol in the 
Chief Executive's absence in Mex- 
ico City. 


Acting quickly as President 
Truman asked Congress to end the 
draft, the Army prepared to re- 
lease its 100,000 remaining draft- 
ing personnel by June 30. It also 
set about intensifying its recruit- 
ing activities. 

The “squalid warfare” in Pales- 
tine was denounced by Winston 
Churchill during debate in the-Com- 
mons. He called for rapid action by 
the United Nations and an end of 
the. money and men Britain has been 
pouring into the Holy Land. 


Egypt has decided to ask the 
United Nations Security Council 
to settle her dispute with Britain 
ever the evacuation of British 
troops and Egyptian sovereignty 
over the Sudan. 

The Economic and Social Council 
unanimously approved a_ special 
commission to integrate Europe's 
economic reconstruction after Rus- 
sia ended a nine month rejection. 


The Supreme Court failed to 
rule on the John L. Lewis con- 
tempt case, but agreed to review 
the Petrillo case, in which the Lea 
Act was held unconstitutional. 


In one of the most violent debates 
ever held in the House of Commons, 
Winston Churchill, leader of the 
Conservative Opposition, accused the 
Labor Government of curtailing na- 
tional liberties and of “Strangula- 
tion of parliamentary democracy.”

The budget included 133 million 
dollars in new taxes. Of that 
amount, big business will pay 44 
million and the remainder will 
come from levies on the above 
items. 

International control of atomic en- 
ergy was referred back to the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commission 
with instructions from the Security 
Council to bring in specific propos- 
als before’ the General Assembly 
meets in September. 

From Moscow comes news that 
the Council of Foreign Ministers 
convened and speedily ended the 
bloody history of the Prussian 
State. 

Liquidation of the core of German 
militarism. was approved .by Secre- 
tary of State Marshall of the United 
States, Foreign Secretary Bevin of 
Britain, Foreign Minister Molotov of 
Russia and Foreign Minister Bidault 
of France. ' 

Herbert: Hoover recommended 
the allotment -of $155,000,000 in 
emergency relief for Austria 
for April 1, 1947, to July 
1, 1948. In a report made public on 
his study of the Austrian phase of 
relief needs in the occupied area 
of Europe under American juris- 
diction, he said this sum did not 
cover industrial rehabilitation. 

If Austria were permitted to retain 
requisitioned assets, including land, 
“we might reasonably expect her to 
begin to contribute to the cost of 
food imports in the latter part of

1°48,” Hoover said. 

Citing the manner in which Rus- 
sit had been handling requisition, 
Hoover cautioned, however, that 
if these assets were removed or 
withheld, Austria “is likely again 
to be the poorhouse of Europe for 
years to come and her people con- 
stantly depend upon foreign aid.” 

Secretary of State Marshall said 
today that he was prepared to press 
for conclusion of a four-power 
treaty to insure the world against 
German aggression. 

General Marshall indicated that 
he was. ready to agree to a forty- 
year duration clause for such an 
alliance. Other United States of- 
ficial sources said they were con- 
fident that the United States would 
not object to a fifty-year alliance 
sheuld Britain request it. 

A dispute in labor-management 
relations was'settled today when the 
Supreme Court ruled bya vote of 
five to four that. employers must 
bargain collestively ~with unions of 
foremen or supervisory employees. 

The Senate Committee on 
Atomic Energy voted to recom- 
mend confirmation of David E. 
Lilienthal as chairman and five 
other appointees as members of 
the United States Atomic Energy 
Commission. The vote on Lilien- 
thal was eight to one, Senator 
John W. Bricker, of Ohio, casting 
the negative vote. 

Truman’s speech to Congress Wed- 


nesday night stirred up unfavorable , 


comment in Washington and abroad. 
His request for aid to Greéce and 
Turkey to bolster them against 
Communism was denounced by for- 
mer secretary of commerce Henry 
Wallace in a speech last night. He 
called it a statement of policy which 
would only help to spread commun- 
ism throughout Eurgpe and Asia. In 
Great Britain, Parliament’s left-wing 
labor party accused Truman of tak- 
ing a “Hitler-like” step toward a 
third world war.

21, Wins, 4 Losses Gives Cagers Fine Record 


Achieving one of the most enviable 
records in the district by winning 21 
and losing only 4, Westminster’s 
Towering Titans finished in third 
place in the final standing of tri- 
state college fives. Duquesne and 
West Virginia, both selected for the

The opening game, an overwhelm- 
ing 79-46 victory for the Titans 
against St. Vincent Bearcats, was 
marred by the ankle injury suffered 
by regular guard Tom Jones, in the 
last quarter of the game.

Army Revolt Opens Paraguay Civil War 














An official state of war was proclaimed this week through- 
out the republic of Paraguay when President Higinio Morinigo 
tried to halt an army revolt which has spread swiftly through all 


Northern Paraguay. 


A National Broadcasting company report from Buenos 


Aires said civilians were evacuating the capital, 


fearing that the city would “soon 
be on the front line” in Paraguay’s 
civil war, and that a rebel “fifth 
column” may start fighting within 
the city. % 


Pittsburgh’s. ‘smoke problem is 
headed toward a solution with an 
ample supply of low volatile coal 
available. The coal merchants have 
reported. to city council that there 
will not be enough smokeless stoves, 
stokers: coke, Disco, and other pro- 
cessed coal to make smoke control 
possible this year. Since a shortage 
of gas precludes further conversions 
in that direction, natural low volat- 
ile coal is the only: answer. 


The Administration has called 
home the United States Ambas- 
sadors from Greece and Turkey 
to provide facts for Congressional 
examination of President Truman’s 
$400,000.000 military and economic 
assistance program for those coun- 
tries. 

Lincoln White, State Departn nt 
Press officer had said- that the call 
to the envoys went out late last 
week.

The cross-country 
team went undefeated and took tri- 
state honors for the second consec= 
utive year. In nine straight meets, 
the swimming coach was tossed into 
the pool, signifying that the Titans 
were victorious. The tennis squad 


won five out of seven court matches. ' 


Then the man with long whisk- 
ers, and wearing a red, white and 
blue suit stepped in to call for 
help in a national emergency. Over 
950 of us from all classes respond- 
ed. Sports were curtailed except 
for basketball, which somehow 
managed to survive and maintain 
it’s fine record. The 950 were scat- 


tered all over the globe in all ca- - 


pacities, waiting and dreaming 
about the day they could return to 
the peaceful setting of New Wil- 
mington. The great struggle closed, 
but not before 42 of our group had 
given their supreme effort. Dreams 
began to come true—old but fa- 
miliar faces were meeting again 
after a four year separation, and 
returning to a‘different and larger 
Westminster. 

Things are becoming normal again. 
We watched the gridders come first 
with its unique record of three wins, 
four ties, and one loss last fall..Soc= 
cer became an intercollegiate sport 
for the first time in Westminster’s 
history. The cagers recently finish- 
ed a good season by winning 21 out 
of 25 games, and the swimming team 
was revived with six victories out 
of 11 meets. And now comes spring 
sports. Track and golf are listed, 
with tennis a possibility.

Campus Poll Reveals Majority Favor 
Proposed Loan To Greece And T urkey

President Truman’s speech to Congress last week advocating 
$400,000,000 aid to Greece and Turkey from the American people 
resulted in both sharp criticism and praise on the part of college 
students ‘as well as the world’s leading statesmen. 

What does the average American college student think of 


this new government policy? 
Turkey? Do they oppose this plan? 
What are their reasons? From West- 
minster students came many con- 
trasting opinions on this important 
national problem. While the major- 
ity of the.students interviewed favor- 
ed aiding Greece and Turkey some- 
how, there were many %thers that 
voiced the opinion to leave the quest- 
ion up to the UN; or that the U.S: 
should not take on added responsi- 
bility at the present time. 

Pre-law student Pete Moran was 
emphatic in his belief that this 
country should aid Greece and Tur- 
key, but with certain reservations. 
“Tf we can help these less fortunate 
countries,” Pete declared ,“we will be 
spreading democracy throughout the 
world. In giving this money, how- 
ever, the U. S. should be careful how 
the money will be distributed, and 
that the control exerted is in the 
hands of the right people. I also 
firmly believe that this aid should 
be given without the use cof military 
forces.” 

Also in favor of this plan isMaur- 
ice McClure, pre-dental student. He 
strongly emphasized the fact that this 
aid should be used for food and-ag- 
ticultural and industrial machinery, 
not for military purposes, and cer- 
tainly not for the interests of any 
other world power—mainly Britain. 
“We can’t afford to 
world.” he stated. 

Coeds went on record as stating it 
is America’s duty to help weakened 
countries. Adele Johnston, psychol- 
ogy major, expressed her conviction 
in these words—“All the small count- 
ries) have been ravaged by the war. 
It is within reason that a country 
that) has come through the war-time 
period with the least ldss materially 
should find it possible to give aid 
to those-that have suffered so great- 
ly.” : 
“If, this aid is to go for food and 
relief supplies,” contended Lou Cum- 
mings, English major, “then we 
should definitely help Turkey and 
Greece. But if the money is mainly 
for the purpose of getting and main- 
taining military equipment, then I 


finance the. 


Are they for aiding Greece and 


feel that we keep a hands-off policy. 
By aiding them militarily we would 
defeat our own purpose at a time 
when we’re trying to set up a world 
community in the UN.” 

Education major Flora Van Dyke 
advocates a helping hand to Greece 
and Turkey. “I’m not sure how our 
treasury can take it now,” she assert- 
ed, “but I feel that in thé longjrun it 
will be the best investment possible.” 

Ruth Beard, ‘secretarial science 
student, expressed her convictions 
that aid should be given to the peo- 
ple of Greece and Turkey for educa- 
tional and relief purposes only. 

Definitely opposing the new aid 
policy are Joel J. Feigenbaum and 
Chuck Pitcher. “Before we attempt 
to support the world,” declared Fei- 
genbaum, business major, “the gov- 
ernment should spend some money 
cleaning up U.S. slums and southern 
districts.” Pitcher’s candid opinion 
was that “they got along all right be- 
fore the war. They’re getting | more 
now than they ever had before.” 

Howard Walker, economics major, 
took an opposite stand to the) ma- 
jority. Walker said, “This is just what 
we have intended as a responsibility 
of the United Nations and the Inter- 
national bank. If the U.S. gives these 
loans, they will be admitting the de- 
feat of the UN and international co- 
operation at the very first test of 
our belief in world security by. inter- 
national cooperation.” 

Business major Bob Wren took ‘the 
affirmative side of the issue by stat- 
ing that Greece and Turkey definite- 
ly need help, and that we are the 
ones to aid them. “It will keep) Rus- 
sia from gobbling them up,” Bob 
maintained. Another b.a. student, 
Joseph Guthrie, stated that U.S. aid 
to these countries is a “must” in or- 
der to block Communism at every 
turn. 

Another in the ranks of business 
administration majors, Skip Carlson, 
voiced the opinion of the majority.

“We are the only country that can 
afford ito aid these small countries,” 
Carlson contended. “Great Britain is 
in no position to give them aid. I 
think it is about time to show Russia 
that we mean business and aren't 
going to stand by and watch them 
dominate these little countries as 
they are doing in Poland today.” 

Chauncey Dean, business major, 
reiterated the statement that aid 
must be given. Dean believes that 
unless Greece and Turkey are helped 
they will fall under the influence of 
Russia. “It all boils down to the 
fact,” Dean declared, “that the U. 
S. helps the smaller countries and 
promotes democracy or Russia adds 
them to her sphere of influence and 
promotes Communism.” 


While favoring this aid program at 
the present time Jack Williams, busi- 
ness major, is somewhat skeptical of 
the outcome. “There are lots of an- 
gles to this question,” Jack stated. 
“T look at it in this way. Even if we 
do aid them we don’t have any guar- 
antee they’ll remain democratic, but 
I think that right now particularly, 
is the better time to take a stand in 
our relationships with Russia. If we 
don’t have a definite understanding 
with Russia now, they will keep en- 
croaching on our generosity until 
they reach a position where they’ll 
definitely be a detriment to us. There 
is no other alternative.” 

Bob Ranck, pre-ministerial student, 
voiced a definite spiritual attitude 
toward the issue when he said, “It is 
our Christian duty to exercise bro- 
therly love.” 

While recommending that the U. S. 
should aid Greece and Turkey, 
Frank Johnson, chemistry major, 
suggested that the loan should be 
made through England, and not di- 
rectly to the countries involved. “I 
think Britain a better financial risk 
at this time,” he declared.

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Westminster Students Favor Slash 


In Present Army-Navy A ppropriations

On January 11th of this year President Truman dealt a grim 
plow to the Army and Navy. when he asked Congress for a cut of 
$3.400,000 in national defense expenditures as part of his yearly 


budget. Stormy discussions followed this request. Army and 


Navy officials arguéd that a slash in funds would result in im- 
pairment of the nation’s defenses. General Eisenhower stated, 


“We must not feel secure because 
we have the atomi¢ bomb.” General 
Lucius Clay. maintained that we 
would be a mockery in international 
circles if our service funds were 
cut. The decision is still to be made. 


The majority of Westminster stu- 
dents interviewed felt’ that funds 
could be cut without danger to our 
defenses, but opponents to the re- 
duction expressed strong convictions 
that the U. S. better watch its step 
in these crnfusing times. 


Psychology major Bill: Samuels 
strongly maintained that a cut in 
funds would limit our research pro- 
gram. “Russia,” Bill stated, “is work- 
ing to the full limit for Army-Navy 
research. We better do, something 
about ours.” 


Ray Dunlap. business major, also 
favors a no-slash program., Ray be- 
lieves that the war-time fund should 
be maintained because of the present 
economic confusion and insecurity of 
the world. “Our nation has learned 
through extreme sacrifice,” he de- 
clared, “what it is in not being pre- 
pured in case of unforeseen global 
conflict. Because of the unsettled 
question as to controlling atomic en- 
crgies, it would seem unadvisable at 
the present tinie to diminish the ap- 
propriations in national defense.” 


Going on record as favoring. the 
slash were Jess Williman. John M. 
Rock, and C. Harvey Stewart. Willi- 
man, psych major felt that wartime 
appropriations should be: abandon- 
ed since our forces have been great- 
ly reduced since the war’s end. Pre- 
ministerial student Rock expressed 
the conviction that the services 
cou'd be streamlined with less 
money without eliminating any nec- 
essary branch. While. Stewart, busi- 
ness major, believes that the U. S. 
should®keep a reasonably strong 
military force, he feels that a slash 
in funds is in the making. “I don’t 
think it’s necessary to appropriate 


.as much money for the services now 


that the size of the forces are being 





reduced,” he stated. 
added that while a decrease in ap- 
propriations might reduce the re- 


. search program in size, it would not 


harm it in effect or importance. 


Jack Wren, business major, defi- 
nitely opposes any cut in funds. “We 
must have no slashes if we are to 
keep a_ well-equipped army and 
navy,” Jack asserted. . “The army- 
navy budget has been paired down 
too much already.” 


“It stands to reason,’ stated Jim 
Lyon, pre-dental student, “that the 
fund should be cut due to the small- 
er personnel now serving with the 


armed forces as compared with the © 


number serving a year ago today. 
There is no immediate: necessity for 
a higher appropriation from Con- 
gress, since there. are no present 
world emergencies to warrant excess 
billions.” 


Representing the dissenting view 
of the issue is Dick Borowicz, busi- 
ness major. “With the uncertainties 
that still confront the world today,” 
Dick maintained, “it would be a poor 
policy indeed if Congress would cut 
appropriations to the army and 
navy.”

A little further along in history we 
find the Greeks having athletic 
games that were composed of track 
and field events and gymnastic per- 
formances. Their events were very 
similar to those of our modern ath- 
letic games; namely ‘running and 
walking, hurdling, .broad jumping, 
pole vaulting, throwing the hammer 
and weight, and putting the shot. 

Track was developed very highly 
by the Greeks and their game form 
the basis of our Olympics today. 

The Greeks trained hard for their 
events. Rigorous training, special 


diet, regular exercise, and cultiva- » 


tion of courage were strictly enforc- 
ed. In fact, young boys were trained 
almost as soon as they were able to 
fall out of their marble cribs. 

After the Greek civilization had 
faded so that it was just another 
page in our history books, the Ro- 
man athlete came into prominence. 
With a 29 B.C. version of the draft, 
the young men of Rome were in- 
ducted into the army. 

As the Roman army moved north, 
they mingléd with the Teutons and a

As The CBAs or BACs-ABCs That Is 


Everyone, probably old Father Time included, was some- 
what troubled by the recent beginning of day light saving time. 
The decision of New. Wilmington to adhere to the standard time 
turned these troubles into utter bewilderment. 

New Wilmington, a village of hail-Hoover Republicans, just 


doesn’t fall for these new-fangled inventions of the Democratic 
(ees 


party. Day light saving shall not pass 
its gates and come down New Castle 
hill into the sacred confines of 
“Saint’s Rest.” 


The difference in time never 
bothers those who spend all their 
time in the town. But the story is 
quite a different one to the students. 
To the many students who are week- 
end commuters between New Wil- 
mington and the outside world of 
day light saving time, the confoozin’ 
is not amoozin’, as Li’] Abner and 
Len Harding would say. Let us first 
give an.explanation of day light sav- 
ing and then touch upon the prob- 
lems that this life of two times pre- 
sents. 


What is this thing called day light 
savings? The only difference be- 
tween daylight ‘savings and standard 
time is that when the former starts 
the people who are on it set their 
clock ahead an hour while the people 
who.aren’t on it set only their alarms, 

And the reasons for it are just as 
simple. Day light savings was started 
in order that people would not stay 
in bed and let the sun go to waste 
but instead would get up and go to 
work because it is 8 o’clock instead 
of 7 o'clock and they have to be at 
work at 9 o'clock which would have 
been 8 o’clock and therefore under 
the eight hour day they get through 
at 5 o’clock which is 4 o’clock under 
sun time and consequently since the 
sun sets about 9 o’clock instead of 8 
o'clock they have four hours to get 
sun burned instead of only three and 
thus the sun burn lotion companies 
sell more sun burn lotion and there- 
fore the government collects more 
taxes. , 

Now that_we understand what day 
light saving is and the reasons for 
it, let us turn to the more complex- 
ing problems that are caused by it 
for those Westminster students who 
are weekend commuters. 


A student intends to leave for 
Pittsburgh after a class at 11:35. 
When he catches a ride on Route 19 
his watch says 12:45, but the fellow 
who picked him up has a watch that 
says 1:45. Our hero has a date that 
night with a girl in Pittsburgh whose 
watch says 1:45, also. It is easy to 


see what might happen. A solution 
to this is to keep saying to yourself, 
“Seven is eight and eight is the date,” 
or to make your date “between seven 
and eight” and hope that you don’t 
fall and break your neck looking for 
Kaufman’s clock on Liberty avenue 
because Kaufman’s is on Fifth ave- 
nue and if you are going to break 
your neck you might as well be on 
the right street. 


The co-eds have a special problem 
when they go home. The girls have 
to be back and sign-in by a.certain 
time or else they get “minutes.” 
These “minutes” are similar to the 
army’s 104th, in fact the girls eyen 
have to sign °them. Now the ‘hour 
lost going down is gained coming 
back as although it takes the same 
amount of time under the same con- 
ditions you set your watch ahead go- 
ing and back coming and therefore 
the girls should stay at school and 
go to the dance to save all the con- 
fusion. 

All of this, naturally enough, brings 
up. the question of how*much more 
sun do. we weekend commuters get. 
Let us presume that the average 
summer day includes about 14 hours 
of sun light. Taking that fellow in 
the sixth paragraph again we find 
that going: down he sets his clock

LIFE Magazine, in its February 17, 1947. issue, published a 


three page story on College Cheating. @ 


Posed pictures were taken at the 
University of Texas to illustrate the 
different methods students use to 
cheat on exams. 

In a later issue of LIFE (March 
10, 1947), the Letters to the Editors 
column contained many criticisms 
and comments on the article by 
students and faculty members from 
all over the country. We have per- 
mission from the author and would 
like you to reprint this in the Holcad. 
Sirs: 

We professors. are largely respon- 
sible for student cheating. We invite 
it by: ; 

1. Our own stupidity. Any pro- 
fessor. who gives the kind of quiz 
that can be passed by cribbing off 
the cuff, etc. isn’t quite bright. 

2. What we expect from the stu- 
dent in an examination. All sem- 
ester he has been toting thick text- 
books in some half-a-dozen subjects. 
In addition he has class lectures and 
collateral’ assignments. No mind, 
however brilliant, .can~ absorb so 
much information in so short a time. 


Yet the student is expected to enter... 
an examination blind, while, the pro-> 


fessor, who has confined ‘himself to 
one field, has*all along relied on. his 
notes. He would “flunk” without 
them, : 
3. The artificiality’ of the whole 
examination system. The student is 
supposed to know the answers to 
any .question, sight unseen, thrown 
at him., But in life, the lawyer may 
consult his legal tomes, the physi- 
cian can refer to his medical books.

Although there was some discus- 
sion on the representation clause in 
the Student Council constitution be- 
fore it was voted on and passed by 
the student body, no workable plan 
was presented to alleviate the un- 
democratic method in the constitu- 
tion. The discussion did present a 
plan to nte. » 

Why couldn’t representation - be 
based solely on classes by the 


number of people in the class? If 


the council were to be composed of 
25 members, each class could have 
four representatives with additional 
members—not less than one and not 
more than three—proportionate to 
the class size. Since classes change 
in size from year to year, this plan 
would necessitate the removal of the 
clause in the constitution which pro- 
vides that junior delegates would 
“remain on Student Council as long 
as they are enrolled in school .. .” 

I have also heard some discussion 
on the section that states “the presi- 
dent and vice president of the coun- 
cil shall be seniors.” ‘Members of 
other classes might have more ability 
along these lines. They might also 
have more time to devote to the 
work. Why shouldn’t they be al- 


_lowed to hold the executive position? 


I would be interested in hearing 
how other students feel on this mat- 
ter.

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Faculty, Students Against Cheating; 
Council Member Defends Constitution 


Last week, the Holcad published a letter about cheating 
written by Chester Quimby, a college Bible professor. This week, 
we decided to take a poll to find out what the students and fac- 
ulty members on Westminster’s campus thought about the letter.

ns, professor of Bible, said ‘Admittedly, ‘stu- 


pid’ exams, over-emphasis of the. importance of grades, and 


stress on memorizing rather than 
understanding are factors which con- 
tribute to cheating. But the burden 
of guilt lies not. on these factors but 
on the students who do the cheating. 
Brother Quimby has offered a very 
feeble excuse for pe onal dis- 
honesty.” Pat Johnson, chemistry 
major, remarked “I think we should 


« have the honor system here. No one 


would cheat if he knew that he 
would be socially ostracized. Jim 
Hodges, pre-ministerial student ex- 
pressed himself by saying “I would 
rather make a ‘D’ and know some- 
thing about the course, than make an 
‘A’ and have everybody else’s ans- 
wers on my paper.” Bill McClelland, 
also a pre-min, said “It is dishonor- 
able to the student and to his class- 
mates if he cheats.” Betty Hentig, 
chemistry major, said “If you are 
coming to-<school just for something 
to do for four years, it is all right. to 
cheat, as far as you yourself are con- 
cerned. But when you get out of 
school and have to put your educa- 


tion to use, you won't be able to use- 


your ‘crib notes’.” Dr. W. J. H. Mc- 
Knight, pastor and dean of men of 
the college expressed his opinion 
with “One of the finest aspects of the 
current discussion on cheating is the 
student concern over the problem. 
The problem can ‘be solved only 
through proper action on the part of 
both faculty and students. Never- 
theless, the mounting student indig- 
nation over this practice will be the 
‘most effective instrument of correc- 
tion.” 

Other opinions offered were “I’m 
all for cheating,” and “I don’t want 
to cheat, but how can I graduate if 
I don’t?” Some people believe that 
the honor system will never work on 
Westminster's campus, and _ still 
others’ don’t blame students for 
cheating in required courses. Of 
course, it is hard to debate the 
question when the honor system has 
not been tried on our campus, but 
nevertheless the students have vari- 
ous opinions on the question of 
cheating. 

The Holcad also published other 
letters to the editor last week in re- 
gard to the revision of the Student 
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Council constitution. This letter was 
received in reply to those of the last 
edition. 


Dear Editor, 

This is not a gripe, but an em- 
phatic reply to the two letters print- 
ed in the May 9 Holcad concerning 
the revised Student Council consti- 
tution. : 

The representation clause is the 
big issue’in ,this matter, and the 
question many students ask is “why 
not equal representation according to 
classes”? Undoubtedly» one repre- 
sentative from every 50 students on 
campus would be more democratic, 
but it will not strengthen the in- 
fluence of the Council. Class meet- 
ings are a rare event on this campus, 
and. who will those representatives 
report back to? Too often after a 
person is elected to Council his fel- 
low students never hear from him 
again. This Constitution is a tre- 
mendous improvement toward get- 
ting Council members who are not 
only responsible to their own intui- 
tions, but to strong, active organi- 
zations that carry much student 
opinion. Also the new system should 
put a stop to certain pressure groups 
controlling the Council, and anyone 
has a chance in the elass elections; 
whether or not he belongs to an or- 
ganization. 

The suggestion that the Council be 
completely renewed every year, and 
the Junior representatives not carry 
over is unwise. Every legislative 
body needs some experienced mem- 
bers, and never elects the complete 
body at one time. And the president, 
who-must be a senior, would neces- 
sarily be one of these seasoned mem- 
bers with a year of experience for 
an all important task, 

This new system is now in oper- 
ation, and a new and larger Council 
is in office. The success or failure of 
this movement rests on the total co- 
operation of the entire Student Body, 
along with the confident understand- 
ing to the college administration. 
Let’s give it a chance.

Senate Announces 
Revision Of Rules 


Dorms And Sororities 
Have Representation; 
Change Permissions 


Senate; women’s governing 
body, announced revisions in 
its constitution this week which 
will go into effect next year, ac- 
cording to Alice May . Smith, 
Senate president. 

All women students will be 


given midnight permission on , 


Friday and Saturday. Women will 
be permitted to entertain men in 
their respective dormitory lounges 
every evening until their permissions 
expire. Special permission to leave 
New Wilmington on Sunday will no 
longer be required from the resi- 
dence director but will be replaced 
byesigning out-of-town cards. Bring- 
ing of food into the dormitories on 
Sunday is a standard, not a rule. 

Next year’s Senate will be com- 
posed of one representative from 
each’ sorority house, two junior rep- 
resentatives from Ferguson hall, two 
sophomores from Hillside, and two 
freshmen from Browne hall. 

Senate will be divided into three 
boards: the house government board, 
appointed by the president, which 
will meet each month with the house 
directors; the judiciary board, elect- 
ed by Senate members, which will 
present all cases of rule violations 
and suggest the penalty to be .inally 
decided upon by the entire Senate; 
and the social board, appointed by 
the president, which will direct all 
social activities sponsored by Senate. 

A woman student charged with a 
violation of a rule will have the op- 
portunity to appear before the judi- 
ciary board for trial. The board, af- 
ter considering the case, will sug- 
gest a sentence which must be ap- 
proved by the entire Senate body be- 
fore becoming effective. The name 
of the girl being tried will not be 
disclosed to Senate to insure fair 
judgment and impartiallity. 

The president of Senate is elected 
in the spring by the resident women 
from nominations of all Senate mem- 
bers except juniors. The new presi- 
dent, with the aid of the other junior 
members of the retiring council, is 
responsible for the organization of 
the new Senate before May 15.

Do not ask for a new 
card. 

You should show your) card to 
every employer, part-time or full 
time, if the job is| covered by: the so- 
cial security act. Make sure he cop- 
ies your name and number exactly 
so there can be no mistakes. 

As your social security card is the 
key to your wage record it should be 
kept in a safe place.

Getting back to the first full-time 
athletic program since the war, the 
Blue and White scored a percentage 
bf .569 in seven intercollegiate sports 
by. winning 37 contests and losing 28. 
Six ties were registered during the 
1946-47 year, four in football and two 
by the golf team. The Titans field- 
ed three winners, basketball football 
and swimming, and the track squad 
split even in four meets. Basketball, 
as usual, was the big winner, con- 
quering the opposition 20 out of 25 
times. Football won three, tied four, 
and lost one and the tank team come 
out on the best end of the score six 
out of 11 meets. Other sports repre- 
sented were soccer, the first inter- 
collegiate team to perform for West- 
minster, cross-country, and golf. 


The over-all picture for the com- 
ing year presents a rosy one as far 
as athletic competition is concern- 
ed. Only ten men will be missing 
from all teams;-six departing from 
the gridiron squad, and one each 
from basketball, soccer, track and 
cross-country squads. These loss- 
es should be offset by the new ma- 
hia that will enter school in the 


The biggest handicap for all the 


sports is the lack of man power in. 


the coaching staffs.. For football and 
basketball, Coaches Washabaugh and 
Hetzler serve as coaches, scouts, 
trainers, and what have you. Coach 
Burry is the leader for soccer, cross- 
country, swimming, and track, while 
Dr. Thomas handles the links squad. 


A summary of the 1946-47 athletic 
season: 


FOOTBALL—Won 3, tied 4, lost 1.

Freshman Theme Wins Glenn Hortabk 
Trip To Dutch Celebration in Michigan

At least one Westminster student has seen the “flying Dutch- 
man.” In fact, Glenn Hartman, ‘English-journalism major, rode 
the ship last month, but it was a heavy Constellation airliner, of 
the Royal Dutch airlines, not the ghost ship of legendary fame.

As a prize for the essay written 
originally as his freshman theme, 
Glenn won a week’s expense-free 
trip to Holland, Michigan, whose 
centennial celebration was the reason 
for the contest. The Westminster 
winner was met in Holland by the 
superintendent of schools who es- 
corted him to a hotel where he 
roomed with another winner from 
South Carolina. z 

Glenn saw the “flying Dutchman” 
arrive from its Holland to Holland 
flight carrying Dutch dignitaries and 
three immigrant families, One of 
the dignitaries, a special ambassador, 





’ read a message from Queen Wilhel- 


mina. The plane was christened 
“Holland, Michigan” by the daughter 
of Michigan’s governor. 

Later the contest winners were 
given a ride in the airliner. At a 
special luncheon for them the same 
day, each winner was also presented 
with a pair of wooden shoes prior 
to being interviewed over the radio. 

After witnessing a huge water meet 
which featured champion perform- 
ers, Glenn met the famous Nell Van 
Vliet, world women’s breaststroke 
champion. 

An Alpha Sig! pledge in addition 
to being active in: band, YMCA, and 
CYF, the English-journalism major 
described Holland as a “level, clean 
town with a population of 15,000.” 
Said Glenn, “We were told that the

Old Holeads Prove Today’s Hazing Is Mild 


History repeats itself according to 
the historians. Upperclassmen this 
week will prove that history has 
nothing on the traditional freshmen 
Hell Week, 

Hell Week may be defined as that 
period in the life of every freshman 
when he pauses to debate whether 
or not college will really yield more 
than the post-graduate course offer- 
ed in the high school back home. It’s 
a debate which was carried on by 
Westminster freshmen as far back 
as 1920. 

Old issues of the Holcad testify 


' that the night before Hell Week was 


to begin that year, handbills stating 
the rules and regulations for the 
hazing process were posted on all 
trees and buildings in the campus 
vicinity. In addition to reading the 
decrees, freshmen weze ordered to 
have all the handbills removed be- 


fore the next

morning. Another 
regulation commanded all freshmen 
to be present at any mass meetings 
occuring during the week. 

By 1933 the ingenuity of interven- 
ing classes had managed to make 
Hell Week antics all but eliminate 
the freshman class entirely. In fact, 
that year of violence almost elim- 
inated a few upperclassmen. Haz- 
ing opened with a stunt day in which 
the Class of 1937 presented a circus 
on the athletic field to entertain 
faculty and upperclassmen. Stunt 
day, a tradition for several years, 
was considered a holiday and there- 
fore necessitated the cutting of Sat- 
urday classes. 

Freshmen women of 1933 were 
“forced” to wear low heels. All 
upperclassmen had to be addressed 
as Mister or Miss and a fresh egg 
was carried by each freshman for 


the purpose of receiving upperclass 
autographs. A raid on freshmen 
dorms, however, destroyed the pur- 
pose of this last regulation. During 
the rioting which followed, freshmen 
retaliated by hurling their auto- 
graphed eggs at the upperclassmen, 
who counterattacked by paddling the 
frosh outdoors in the rain. Three 
weeks later, hazing was still in prog- 
ress. 

Block W became the enforcement 
agency for Hell Week regulations. in 
1941. Six-foot athletes were) more 
impressive in that capacity than the 
sophomore class had been. In that 
year freshmen men were only allow- 
ed to shave one side of their faces 
and comb one side of their’ hair. 
Women were graciously permitted 
the right to comb one side of their

Philly, Sharon 
Synod Meetings 


Committee Proposes 
New Seminary Site 
In New Wilmington 


Dr. John Orr, acting presi- 
dent, and the administration of 
Westminster college.were com- 
mended in a committée report 
Tuesday, October 8, by. the U.P. 
Synod meeting in Sharon, for 
“steadfast maintenancé~of spiritual 
aims through the} difficult” postwar 
readjustmegt period, while the in- 
crease in the student body has been 
so phenomenal and major faculty 
changes have occurred.”’ ' 


Dr. Orr stated at one of the Synod % 


sessions that: state) and private col- 
leges and industry were luring fa- 
culty members away from church 
colleges with higher salaries. In re- 
gard to this the adopted réport said 
that the inadequacy of some faculty 
salaries at Westminster should be 
considefed |as a problem for the Sy- 
nod. 

The proposed $400,000 relocation of 
Pittsburgh-Xenia Theological semi- 
nary from the East End of Pittsburgh 
to New Wilmington was suggested 
to the meeting by the Reverend Ho- 
mer Henderson of, Grove City. 

Presenting the idea for the Synod’s 
consideration, Dr.) Henderson said 
that the matter is| to be decided in 
the near future. He said the build- 
ing cost would be less here and it 
would be in line with possible future 
church unification 


At a meeting of the New York 
synod in Philadelphia the following 
day, Dr. Orr’s report included a dis- 
cussion of crowded conditions here, 
citing the fact that while 326 new 
students were admitted this semes- 
ter, 1400 applicants were turned 
away. | 

The report also jadded that while 
the “church must face the increased 
cost of living for ifs teachers,” it al- 
so called upon young people to dedi- 
cate themselves primarily to the ser- 
vice motive; in the teaching profes- 
sion, 

More than 98 per cent of the 1265 
students now enrolled are affiliated 
with some chur¢h denomination. 
United Presbyteridn and Presbyter- 
ian students are almost @venly di- 
vided, -together comprising over half 
of the student body. 

“The college is jin good financial

'. time when ratings for the semester ending last June were an- 


nounced by the Associated Collegiate press this week in Min- 


neapolis, Minn. 


The award marked the second time the Holcad has placed 
among the top newspapers in colleges with enrollments of 1000 


to 2499. Prior -to this, .Westmin- 
ster’s enrollment placed them in a 
class with smaller colleges.

Papers are judged on news values 
and sources, news writing and edit- 
ing, headlines, typography and make- 
up, department pages, and special 
features.

VA Advises Transferees 
To Declare Intentions 





Veterans entering smaller ‘colleges 
with the intentions of transferring 
to larger schools later will find it 
to their advantage to declare such 
intentions on enrollment, the Vet- 
erans Administration advised re- 
cently. 

VA has received reports that many 
veterans who would like to attend 
larger colleges, but who have been 
prevented from doing so by heavy 
enrollments, plan’ to take two years 


work in smaller schools where there . 


are vacancies and transfer to larger 
schools for their last two years‘ of 
study. 


Since VA must approve change of 
institutions, a trainee’s advance de- 
claration of intent to transfer will 
facilitate VA permission when such 
transfer is requested. 


Vets Must Repay 
Veterans who fail to repay sub- 
sistence allowance overpayments 


while in education or training under 
the GI Bill amd who later apply for 
unemployment or self-employment 
allowances will have the | amounts 
they owe the government deducted 
from the latter benefit checks. 


Explaining that Federal statutes 
prohibit payment of government 
funds to persons indebted to the 
United States, VA said instructions 
will be issued to state unemployment 
compensation agencies for the re- 
covery of such overpayments from 
readjustment allowance claimants. 


Veterans who have made arrange- 
ments with VA “to repay their in- 
debtedness are considered in good 
standing and are in no way affected 
by the new system, since it will be 
used only in cases where “there is 
no. apparent means of recovery from 
sources other than readjustment al- 
lowances,” VA said.

However he will shoot 
at the two-mile record rather than 
continuing to break his own mile 
record. 

Continuing to be his only  stipula- 
tion, track can be only secondary 
to his life work, preaching the gos- 
pel. His drawing power as a speaker 
certainly equals that of the record- 
holding track star. Recently Gil 
spoke before 60,000 people at Soldiers 
Field, Chicago. 

Gil says that his sports philosophy 
is not to run with either the) idea of 


. winning-or breaking a record. When 


he is actually engaged in a race he 
tries to concentrate on only one 
thing: to do his very best. 

This soft-spoken Midwesterner 
certainly has accomplished woriders 
by doing “his best”.

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Lecturer Accuses 


Ruthless Kremlin 


Stresses American Need 
To Realize Problem 


Asserting that the final de- 
cision regarding the outcome of 
Russo-American relations will 
rest with a group of “ruthless 
men in the Kremlin”, George 
Moorad, CBS commentator and 
war correspondent, stressed the nec- 
essity of Americans waking up to 
the gravity of the situation to a 
near -capacity crowd in chapel, 
Tuesday evening. 

“The people of Russia want peace 
and friendship no less than you do. 
That they can’t have it is neither 
their fault nor the fault of the United 
States government”, said the journ- 
alist. 

Lived In Russia 

Moorad, author of “Behind the 
Iron Curtain”, which he wrote after 
living in Russia while on a writing 
and broadcasting assignment, em- 
phasized that a “heaviness of violent 
history hangs across Russia.” The 
people walk quietly, never attract- 
ing attention, because the secret 
police are everywhere. The melange 
of noise so evident in free countries 
is replaced in Russia by the “quiet 
of totalitarianism.” 

“There is no interest in people as 
mere people; there are only the 
masses,” said the correspondent. 
Russian newspapers contain none 
of the human interest stories com- 
mon in American papers. Space is 
devoted primarily to government 
communiques. The individual war- 
rants recognition only when he is 
disregarding the Soviet restrictions 
placed upon him. To prevent the. 
people from seeing American movies 
shown weekly at the U. S. embassy, 
Russian soldiers were eventually 
stationed outside the building on 
orders of Molotov. *

sian army members were never’ 
notified of the death of their sons

Make-Shift Team Loses

“Russia will see that WE leave 
first,’ he said. 

Warning the American people not 


to rely on a peace based upon the* 


mutual fear of Russia and the United 
States’ use of the atom bomb, Moor- 
ad called it a “tragedy that the liber- 
al mind is taking itself out of circu- 
lation during this conflict.” 
Started On “China Press” 

Moorad entered the field of journ- 
alism during the early years of the 
depression after graduating from the 
University of Oregon and attending 
Hav- 


working on ships during the summer 
vacations, he decided to return to 
that country where he got a job as 
a reporter on the “China Press”, an 
American-Chinese owned newspaper. 
Until that time he’d had no journal- 
istic experience except for some 
work on college publications. 

Speaking in an interview, Moorad 
told of Chiang Kai-Shek’s attempt to 
appease Japan in 1937 by refusing 
to permit any newspapers to publish 
anti-Japanese news., A Chinaman 
wishing to organize a newspaper 
asked Moorad to publish the paper 
and register it at the American con- 
sulate. 

Moorad, a Chinese sympathizer, 
began to publish the forbidden news 
concerning Japan..__ Overnight the 
paper’s daily circulation soared to 
150,000 with news-starved Chinese 
crowding the offices for papers. 
Trouble reached. its peak when a 
bomb was planted in Moorad’s of- 
fice, but he was absent at the time. 

Soon after this episode, Moorad 
received an offer from the “Shang- 
hai Times”, a British newspaper. 
Later he served as a Time and Life 
correspondent. After covering the 
San Francisco conferences‘in 1945, 
Moorad went to the far east where 
he was one of the first American 
newspapermen to report on activities 
in Soviet-occupied Manchuria.

Hoffendogger Reveals Intimate Story 
Of White House Activities During War 


By C. Rover Hoffendogger, as told to Zip Zahniser 
I knew it was important—that phone call at 3 a.m. shortly 
after the dastardly Jap attack on Pearl Harbor. 


And I wasn’t surprised to hear his voice. 
“the Chief” — need me. 


he was always just 


The Chief—to me 
It wasn’t the 


money — we dollar-a-year men never worried about money. It 
was our chance to show our appreciatign to the country that had 


been so good to us. 

I was a bit remorseful about closing 
my dog pound, but.1 was wild with 
pride and anticipation as I hitched 
down the lower road to New Castle, 
where I boarded a bus to Pittsburgh, 
where I caught a plane to the Capi- 
tal. 

Washington was a scene of con- 
fused activity when I arrived. The, 
Japs had gained Corregidor and the 
Germans’ war of nerves rained bombs 
on England. About the White House 
scurried brief-cased generals and 
impressive looking members of the 
state department. 

The Chief was in consultation with 
Generai Marshall and Jimmy Byrnes 
when I arrived. They were drafting 
a message for Ambassador Harriman 
to deliver to Mr. Molotov. However, 
when the Chief heard I was waiting, 
he cleared his office, and I was ush- 
ered in. 

“Glad you could take the position, 
Hoffendogger,” he said, as he shook 
my hand|warmly and looked up from 
his trinket bedecked desk. “You’re 
just the man for the job.” 

The Chief outlined my duties. Then 
handing me a leash, he concluded 
with great confidence, “Watch Fala 
closely, Hoffendogger. I greatly sus- 
pect some of these Washington 
hounds of underground work.” 

But Fala was as cautious as the 
Chief himself. He never frequented 
the Japanese cherry trees along the 
Potomac or as much as gave a pass- 
ing sniff to German shepherd dogs. 

We three, the Chief, Fala, and I, 
suffered alike through the dark ear- 
ly days of the war. Bad reports— 
the loss of Guam and Wake, Rom- 
mel’s North African successes, and 
the constant U-boat casualties — 
would affect Fala so much that he 
would not’ touch his “Thrivo.” 








EDITORS NOTE: In keeping with 
the journalistic policies of the day, 
The Holcad presents an article by 
C. Rover Hoffendogger,-a dollar- 
a-year man during the war. Mr. 
Hoffendogger brings an intimate 
and candid story of life within the 
White House while the nation 
struggled against the axis. 

In a further effort to keep stu- 
dents abreast of world trends, next 
week the Holcad will cover Stu- 
dent Council’s probe of Commu- 
nistic activities in Masquers. 


But on. days of good reports, he 
would rothp about the White House 
grounds digging up pre-war bones. 

We were in constant contact with 
the Allied leaders. I shall never for- 
get our first meeting with Winston 
Churchill} The Chief and Mr. Chur- 
chill were discussing the Atlantic 
charter when we entered. A smile 
crept about the great Britisher’s ci- 
gar and his dancing eyes lit up when 
he spied-us. Fala sniffed about the 
great man’s feet. 

“Apparently you had better take 
him} for a walk, Hoffendogger,” said 


‘the Chief.) , 


“Obviously it is too late,” 
Mr. ,Churchill. 

The Chief's body guard, Michael 
F. Rielly,’ and I had much in com- 
mon. Assassination was a constant 
threat and we maintained a never 
ending vigil. My particular precau- 
tions for jpoison were’ much more 
complex than Mike’s.. For while 
the Chief ate only White House food, 
Fala had ‘an urge for many K-9 deli- 
cacies that he would find in various 
out-of-the-way places. 

Whenever Fala came up with a 
strange bone, I would immediately 
take it from him and gnaw on it my- 
self. An hour or so later I- would 
report to the infirmary, and if still 
in good physical condition, I would 
return the bone to Fala. 

We were often called into. confer- 
ences with the Chief. When Elliot 
sent his dog, Blaze, by chartered 
AAF plane to Faye in Hollywood, 
a special meeting was held in the 
White House. Forrestal was there 
with his “it’s a,typical Air Force 
act” attitude. General Arnold dis- 
claimed all knowledge of the episode. 

Fala viewed the situation disap- 
provingly. After all hadn’t he, Fala 
himself, been content with train rides 
to Hyde Park? 

As 1945 drew near, things looked 
brighter at the White House. Ger- 
many was falling; . the Philippines 
again sported Old Glory;.and those 
of us in the know, knew that soon 
the atomic bomb would finish the 
Japs. 

But this brightness turned to gloom 
on that April day in 1945 when the 
Chief left us. Fala and I mourned 
with the nation and the world. 

The Chief was gone. We parted — 
Fala and I, still loyal friends — he 
to Hyde Park; me to my dog pound.

Oscar Keeps Endless Campus Vigil 


While College Students Hit The Sack

When students are dashing uptown at 7:00 each night to 
crowd four cups of coffee, a movie, and a long walk with that 
special companion into a 9:30 permission, one person on campus 
is just beginning his day. That person is James Sipe, the night 
watchman more commonly known to the evening strollers as 
Oscar, who patrols the campus grounds from 7 p.m. to 6 a.m. 

An ex-serviceman, Oscar took his basic training at Fort 


McClelland, Alabama, during - the 
summer of 1941. Following the com- 
pletion of this training he was trans- 
ferred to the military police and 
made two trips to North Africa on 
the Queen Elizabeth as a transpor- 
tation specialist.

fall of 1942. * 

He decided to come to Westmin- 
ster because the college was short 
of help and he knew there were other 
servicemen on the campus. Spend- 
ing three months in the commissary 
department of Browne hall, he then 
transferred to the buildings and 
grounds staff under Mr. Shaffer 
where he served as painter, carpen- 
ter, janitor, and electrician. In 1944 
he was appointed the campus police- 
man.

Students May Combine 
Economies, Business 
With Secretarial Major 


With the offering of three 
new courses, the addition of a 
journalism maior to the college 
curriculum was authorized yes- 
terday by the-faculiv at a meet- 
ing after recommendation by 
the Dean’s Academic Advisory com- 
mittee. ; 


Added to the curriculum were 
three two-hour courses in history of 
journalism, typogranpny and makeup, 
and the specialized press. In order 


that present juniors may graduate 
with a major in journalism. the lat- 
ter two courses will be oiiered next 
semester. A total of 30 hours credit 
in journalism courses will compose 
the major. 

New courses given will take the 
place of six of the eight elective 
hours now allotted to split journa- 
lism majors. All other requirements 
will remain the same. 

Split journalism majors will still 
be accepted. Approximately 90 stu- 
dents are now enrolled in this de- 
partment.

make calls at the dormitories. 

Under the Student Health Service 
plan, each student is entitled to 10 
days of hospitalization as a bed pa- 
‘tient in the infirmary during the 
sacademic year without charge. After 
he has had an accumulation of 10 
days, he will be expected to pay 
$3 per day. Although any’ of the 
nurses or the college physician may 
admit students, only Dr. Houston 
can dismiss cases from the infirmary. 

Common remedies will be pro- 
vided without extra cost to the pa- 
tient; but special medications, such 
as sulfa and penicillin, and all doc- 
tor’s prescriptions will be purchased 
at the patient’s expense. 

Only minor surgical cases, such 
as Suturing cuts, will be taken in the 
Fees for surgical work 
performed by surgeons other than 
the college physician or‘ for outside 
consultation, medical or surgical, will 
be the student’s charge. Expenses 
for such hospital services as x-rays, 
physio-therapy, and operating rooms 


_are the student’s responsibility: 


In cases of serious illness, parents 
of students are notified. Daily re- 
ports of all hospitalized students are 
also sent to the president of the col- 
lege and the deans.

Division Changes: 
For Fall Semester 


Survey Courses Given 
New Status By Faculty; 
Biology Head Named 


»» Changes in the college cur- 

‘sviculum were made by the 
Board of Trustees and the fa- 
culty committee this week. Ap- 
pointment of a biology depart- 
ment head for next year was 
announced also. 

The Board has approved a plan 
whereby college departments will 
regain individual status next year 
when the divisional department plan 
is dropped. The faculty committee’s 
change involved the waiving of cer- 
tain survey courses in accordance 
with the-discretion of the major ad- 
visor. 

Under the divisional plan each de- 
partment was included in one of six 
divisions—humanities, fine arts, na- 
tural sciences, physical education, 
social sciences, and student services. 
This plan was introduced in 1945 by 
the post-war - education committee 
under the chairmanship of Captain 
W. McKee, head of the social science 
division. The plan was approved by 
the board for a year’s trial. 

A motion to permit a major ad- 
visor to allow a student to waive 
the survey course in his own field 
was approved by the faculty commit- 
tee. However, it was pointed out 
that the major advisor may insist 
that a student take the survey cour- 
ses required in his major work. This 
survey course change was made in 
order that students having heavily- 
loaded schedules because of required 

. courses might lessen their hours and 
take on more electives. 

The committee also approved the 
addition of five new art courses, 
while three art classes were discon- 
tinued. Next semester chapel will 
be scheduled at 10:45 instead of 11:- 
40 in order to alleviate the rush 
created during !unch hour. 

Dr. Orr has announced the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Myron Simpson as 
head of the biology department for 
next year. Dr. Simpson, who. re- 
ceived his doctorate at John Hop- 
kins hospital, Baltimore, is now a 
member of the Gettysburg college 
faculty. 

Recently appointed to head the 
graduate record center was J. I. 
Reaney, associate professor in charge 
of testing. He will take charge of 
the graduate examinations for pre- 
medical students which will be given 
during the first week of February.
